Retirees 
protest 


paying 
added 


insurance 
fee

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners will revisit the issue of 
requesting retirees to pay out of their own 
pockets for health care coverage when they 
move out of the communily on a temporary 
or permanent basis. 

George Mertz, an attorney representing 
the Police Officers Association of Michigan 
(POAM) labor union, and retired Crawford 
County Sheriff's Deputies Tom Coors and 
Jimmy Parker attended the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners meeting 
last week. 

At issue in the county’s request that 
retirees pay an added $120 per month in 
order to get coverage by doctors and health 
care providers who currently are not 
involved with the network covered by 
Priority Health. The county switched from 
having Blue Cross Blue Shield to Priority 
Health for retired and current employees to 
cut the county’s budget. 

The county has taken the position that it 
can change health care insurance carriers as 
long they provide the same or substantially 
similar health care benefits and plans. 

Mertz argued that the Priority Health’s 
amount of network care providers is much 
narrower once a retirée travels outside of 
Michigan and sometimes not possible to 
get health care coverage at ali. 

The county has agreed to upgrade the 
insurance coverage, but only if the retiree 
pays $120 per month for the enhanced 
insurance. 

Mertz and retirees claim that demanding 
the retirees to pay the added fee is a viola- 
tion of the contract they retired under, 

“We're not asking you to pay extra and 
follow them wherever they want lo go,” 
Mertz said. “They’re just simply requesting 
10 be able to have the same coverage that 
they had under Blue Cross.” 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said Priority Health does cover 
urgent care and emergency visits for 
retirees. The switch in insurance companies 
impacts [] retirees, Compo said. 

Parker, who retired as a full-time sher- 
iff’s deputy nine year ago, said insurance 
costs became an issue for his wife, who had 
a heart attack. A cardiologist in Florida, 
who put in a heart stint, was scheduled to 
do a recent physical, That visit was not cov- 
ered by health insurance, 

“When you go to Florida, if it’s not an 
emergency, they won’t pay anything,” 
Parker said. 

Closer to home, Gail King, a retired 
Crawford County  Sheriff’s Office

IN MANY AREAS _ of 
Michigan, the statewide election 
on November 8 was a ho-hum 
event. Where I live, for example, 
the only thing on my ballot was 
election of three school board 
members. 

It was not ho-hum in the Sist 
state house district in’ southern 
Genesee County, however. 

That’s where State Rep. Paul 
Scott, a Republican and chair of 
the House Education Committee, 
was kicked out of office by voters 
in a special recall election. 

The charge against Rep. Scott in 
a nutshell was that while doing his 
job as he saw it, he backed school- 
related legislation that, among 
other things, weakens teacher 
tenure, cuts education funding, 
taxes teachers’ pensions, and 
requires higher employee pay- 
ments for health care. 

The Michigan Education 
Association (MEA), one of the 
strongest and most politically con- 
scious unions when it comes to 
teachers and local schools, didn’t 
agree with what those new laws 
sought to accomplish, and plunked 
down a reputed $140,000, and 
plenty of strong political muscle, 
to propel the recall effort against 
Rep. Scott. 

The MEA-led drive worked, and

24,371 voters turned out, giving 
Mr. Scott the boot by a margin of 
less than 200 votes, pending offi- 
cial canvas. 

The recall has no effect on the 
new laws which Mr. Scott had 
championed in his roles as legisla- 
tor and chair of the House 
Education committee. Those laws 
remain in effect. 

* * * 

MANY BACKERS of the recall 
claim that voters are fed up with 
Gov. Rick Snyder’s agenda for the 
state and the ouster of Mr. Scott is 
really a wide voter rebellion 
against the governor’s programs in 
general. 

Republicans control not only the 
executive branch, but also enjoy 
solid majorities in both state 
House and Senate, and many cru- 
cial votes on Snyder initiatives 
have been enacted into law by 
near-solid party line votes. 

“This is historic,” said Doug 
Pratt, an MEA spokesman, “It’s 
more than a victory for the voters 
(in the 51st district) who feel Scott 
hasn’t been representing their 
interests, It’s a victory for every 
Michigan voter who feels misled 
by Republicans this year.” 

That view likely is a bit overstat- 
ed. But the Scott recall certainly is 
a challenge to Michigan 
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To the editor: 

Our communities overwhelmingly 
supported the Crawford AuSable 
School District in the last elections. 
The School Board and myself definite- 
ly know that our communities in 
Crawford County and our school are 
strongly linked together. 

The reason our schools asked for the 
COOR/AISD millage, is that the State 
removed over [.2 million dollars from 
our schoo] this year alone. If the ques- 
tion passed, tt would of replaced about 
1/4 of the lost funds. The state only 
allows schools to raise local operating 
funds through their ISD. 

Even though the ISD millage ques- 
tion failed in the four county region, 
our county passed the ballot issue by 
the greatest amount. However, since 
Roscommon and Ogemaw counties 
had a greater “no” vote, the question 
was defeated. 

Our schools just received another 
honor from the state. Out of over 
4,000 state schools, only 123 schools 
were honored by being selected as 
“Beating the Odds.” These schools 
have high student academic achieve- 
ment and are outperforming their peer 
schools. Not only did we have a

GENERAL VOTER _ unrest 
around the country, and especially 
among Michigan voters who feel 
they have been hurt personally by 
some parts of the Snyder agenda, 
probably contributed to the suc- 
cess of the recall. 

But all or parts of five townships 
in southern Genesee County, 
including the citics of Grand 
Blanc, Goodrich, Linden and 
Fenton, which make up the SIst 
legislative district, are not neces- 
sarily a reflection of the entire 
Michigan voling population. 

One thing the recall of Rep. 
Scott does prove, however, is that 
in an isolated election to settle 
minimum issues in a single area 
with a limited electorate, a well- 
heeled, well-organized interest 
group, willing and able to provide 
the money and the manpower 
often can work its way with voters 
who are motivated to turn out at 
the polls. 

That’s what happened to Rep. 
Paul Scott. Other interpretations 
are conjecture.

MICHIGAN LAW permits 
recall of public office holders for 
almost any reason at all. The day a 
newly elected public official takes 


school named as one of the 123 
schools, we had two schools. CASD 
was only one of 13 school districts in 
the state to have more than one school 
honored and the only district in the 
whole area to receive such a distinc- 
tion as being a top quality district - 
Grayling Elementary and Grayling 
Middle School. 

We need your help to continue pro- 
viding a great education for our kids. 
We are having a local millage question 
on Feb. 28, 2012 for our school district 
only. For our taxpayers, this local 
millage will cost about 1/2 as much as 
the COOR ISD issue.

office, opponents legally can start 
gathering signatures to force 
his/her recall. 

Most recall efforts turn out to be 
only threats. Successful recalls of 
Michigan state officials have been 
few and infrequent. According to 
one count, almost 30 percent of 
Michigan’s current 147 state legis- 
lators in both parties have faced 
some sort of recall threat or effort. 

The most recent vote on recall of 
a state lawmaker was in 2008, 
when former House Speaker Andy 
Dillon beat a recall vote. Since 
then, Mr. Dillon has run for the 
Democratic nomination for gover- 
nor, and now is state treasurer by 
appointment of Republican Gov. 
Snyder. 

The last successful recall of 
state legislators was in 1983, when 
two Democratic state senators 
were recalled from office for back- 
ing a tax increase proposed by 
newly elected Democratic Gov. 
James Blanchard. They were 
replaced by two Republicans. 

Recall votes on township, vil- 
lage or other hometown officials 
are more frequent. 

Reasons for recal} attempts, 
cited in the filing for petitions to 
force the recall vote, vary widely. 
In principle, recall is a guard 
against corruption in public office,

fan of recalls. In most cases the 
next election is the proper time for 
voters to “recall” the official they 
have elected but don’t want any 
more. 

In my view, recall of Paul Scott 
was unjustified. He was elected in 
2010 to a second time as a 
Republican, and was carrying out 
the programs of his Republican 
govemor. In a nutshell, the voters 
were getting what they voted for. 

There should by more restrictive 
reasons for permitting recall — eth- 
ical or criminal wrong-doing have 
been suggested — but most reasons 
which come to mind could be cov- 
ered by our existing system of law 
enforcement and judicial process. 

Recalls should be used very 
sparingly, and never just because 
of political preferences, or out of 
spite, or how an office holder votes 
on public issues.

2011 Orangecoat Roundup beats last year’s mark by five 


The 2011 Orangecoat 
Roundup competition - a 
two-day event that helps 
kick off the firearm deer 
season opener in Grayling — 
featured 31 bucks, five more 
than last year’s total. 

This year’s event - 
Grayling’s 53rd annual 
buck pole — started with 
temperatures near 40 
degrees on the morning of 
the first day and lower tem- 
peratures on the second day. 
First day activity was right 
at the same level as the year 
before with 18 deer hung by 
5S p.m. 

“Anyone arriving on the 
first day with a deer after 5

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p.m. is allowed to hang their 
buck on day two. One 
hunter just missed the dead- 
line but was back on 
Wednesday. The second day 
saw 12 deer being hung as 
opposed to the year before 
total of eight,” event orga- 
nizers said. 

For almost 20 years the 
Camp Grayling 
Conservation Club has 
sponsored and staffed the 
running of the buck pole. 
Hunters are awarded prizes 
in various categories such as 
first buck for the day or 
youngest hunter, The deer 
are weighed and the antlers 
are measured; a scoring sys- 
tem that takes into consider- 
ation total spread, number 
of points, and length of 
points assigns a score used 
to determine the best buck 
of the competition. The 
overall winner receives a 
new scoped hunting rifle. It 
is possible to win a prize in 
more than one category. 

“We have some nice deer 
brought in this year with 
many hunters having better 
juck than my own so far for 
firearm deer season 2011,” 
said Jack Millikin, owner of 
Skip’s Sport Shop. 

The buck pole at Skip’s 
Sport Shop is a second gen- 
eration structure replacing 
the wooden pole used for 
many years. 

The current buck pole “is 
made of steel and features a 
rear platform and electric 
winch that makes weighing 
and scoring the deer much 
easier. Back in the day you 
did most of your work from 
a ladder that was moved 
back and forth; that was not 
only time consuming but 
sometimes slightly danger- 
ous due to snow. It was not 
uncommon to pull a deer up 
with the rope and pulley 
system and then slip and 
slide across the parking lot 
in the snow as the weight of 
the deer pulled back,” event 
organizers said,
